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THE STANDARD OF WAR-TIME BUILDING 


E have received from the Ministry of Works a pamphlet 
entitled the “Standard of War-Time Building.”* This 


mounts to a standard specification, stating clearly and 


pncisely what building materials are entirely prohibited 
d what may be used under varying safeguards and 
pnditions, and it will be invaluable to all who have to 
prry out war-time building under licence. It is to such 
hat it is principally addressed, since its contents will 
viously be well-known to all officials concerned in the 
arious Departments. It is an admirable document and 
hould leave no doubt in the minds of all professional 
dvisers to prospective clients as to what they may use 
id as to what they may not. It is, indeed, an answer to 
Mai those who accuse the Civil Service of diffuseness and 
nbiguity. 
It would be both idle and ridiculous to criticise its 
pntents as a standard of war-time building. The necessity 
br totally prohibiting certain materials and seriously 
miting the use of others must obviously be left to the 
idgment of those who know all the facts, and their judg- 
hent can only be accepted by the public, both lay and pro- 
ssional. There is, however, one aspect of the matter 


hich will bear examination. 
Is it possible that such a specification may continue after 
he war’? It is very easy, as we all know, for any official 


pcument to become a standard quite irrespective of the 
uses which gave it birth, and a minimum standard can 
| too easily become a maximum, especially where economy 
concerned. We had an instance of this after the last 
ar. The simplification of design which in the years fol- 
wing 1919 became a “‘ school,” was in the first place caused 
y shortage of both labour and material and not by any 
pnuine esthetic reason, however successfully certain 
lented exponents dealt with it. We do not, indeed 
nnot, doubt the need and justification of this standard in 
me of a war such as this, but the possibility of its being 
rried over to times of peace is one that must not be lost 
ght of. 
Space does not allow us to quote from the pamphlet in 
tail, but it can be stated quite clearly that the principal 
iphasis is thrown on precast work, which is and must be 
ways the most economical in labour and in transport. 
his is entirely right to-day, but is our housing of to-morrow 
and housing must obviously be the principal part of post- 
ar work—to be precast ? 
The Ministry of Works does not lack for talented and 
scriminating designers. They have been unable to do 
ything with this material from the esthetic point of view. 
s there any probability that public authorities, private 
chitects and speculative builders will do any better ? 
je may find that we have cast out the devil of fake Tudor 
tique, curly barge-boards and general meretriciousness, 
d let in seven precast devils of appalling appearance. 
It may be said, however, that as this is a war standard, 
hy should it be thought that it might continue after the 
ar? It may be taken for granted that a certain measure 
control must continue after the war for some time, 
herwise chaos willresult. The reasons for total prohibition 
economy can—though it is not so stated—be divided

into three headings: first, shortage of labour; second, 
shortage of coal (though this is, strictly speaking, included 
in the first); and third, shortage of transport—especially 
shipping. Under the first category comes the prohibition 
of the use of natural and artificial stone, solid reinforced 
concrete where hollow tile or other cellular forms of floors 
and roofs are available, facing and moulded bricks and 
plastering. Under the second, prohibition of glazed bricks, 
terra-cotta and faience. Under the third, timber, asphalt, 
bituminous substances and all metals such as lead and 
zinc imported from abroad. There is, strictly speaking, a 
fourth category, viz., cast-iron and steel, which are re- 
stricted in use because needed directly for the war effort. 
This, however, can be neglected since it will obviously 
cease to be operative at the end of the war. 

In the first post-war years, how far are these categories 
likely to be affected ?. Shortage of labour will, on de- 
mobilisation, to a large extent cure itself, though there 
is likely to be a serious lack of craftsmen. Shortage of 
coal will be the same. Shortage of transport, however, 
will be very different. It is likely that there may be a 
pool of shipping but, even so, if, as seems certain, it is 
necessary to feed Europe, and indeed more than Europe— 
for large parts of Asia may equally be starving—how much 
shipping will then be available for non-essential materials ? 
Apart from this, it is likely that it will be necessary not 
only to feed Europe but to rebuild it, and the pressure 
on available stocks of raw materials will be excessively 
heavy. It is our considered opinion, therefore, that we 
cannot look forward to free specification for some years 
after the war. There will be restriction and rationing, 
and as the Government will be the only possible body 
to carry these measures out, the Government specification 
must, of necessity, hold the field. There can be no other 
course, a fact which those who clamour for the removal 
of all control immediately peace is declared do not, we 
think, realise. 

What, then, is the best course? Doubtless other 
standard specifications will be issued from time to time 
or amendments to this. At the moment, only stark 
reality and present needs can be considered, but we would 
suggest that as the war approaches its end, the services 
of architects should be called upon to advise, subject to 


‘the practical considerations of the moment, as to how far 


it may be possible to release control from the esthetic 
point of view. Here would appear to be a possibility 
of a useful liaison between post-war planning committees 
and those who specify for present needs and for purely 
practical considerations. We do not underrate the 
difficulties of the latter, but it is indisputable that they 
are, of necessity, apt to consider their task very much 
from one point of view. This is now both laudable and 
necessary, but in post-war years it might, we hope, be 
neither, and we do not want to see our gracious and beautiful 
country, for the preservation of which so many sacrifices 
have been made and so much blood shed, become like that 
kingdom of the blind, in which the one-eyed man was 
king. When the smoke of battle drifts away and the 
crash of the bombs ceases, do not let us forget that “ Man 
does not live by bread alone.” ea

Future of London Squares. 

Appressinc the annual meeting of 
the Chelsea Society, Mr. HEnry 
Srrauss, Parliamentary Secretary to 
the Ministry of Town and Country 
Planning, pleaded for a revival of 
respect for the English tradition in 
town planning. He said that, London’s 
squares were great contributions to its 
architecture, and he thought that 
never again would any central plan- 
ning authority allow another square to 
be treated as St. James’s-square had 
been treated in our lifetime. Bedford- 
square and Queen Anne’s-gate ought 
to be preserved beyond any shadow of 
doubt in any future rebuilding plans. 
The Temple should be rebuilt, but, St. 
Paul’s must not be hemmed in again 
with buildings. Town planning could 
not be successful as long as our child- 
ren were slaughtered on the roads, and 
the segregation of through traffic from 
the places where people lived and 
played was one of the biggest require- 
ments of good planning.

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70 Years of Local Government Service. 
THe great advances which have 
been made during the period of a nor- 
mal lifetime in public health services, 
town development and amenity, and 
road transport, are recalled by the 
seventieth anniversary of the Institu- 
tion of Municipal and County Engi- 
neers which is to be celebrated on 
June 25. It was the Public Health Act 
of 1848 which called into existence the 
embryo of the sanitary engineer and 
surveyor. Up to that time the sur- 
veyor was a sort of Jack of all trades, 
with little or no scientific training or 
knowledge. The Report of the Royal 
Sanitary Commission in 1871 led to the 
calling of a preliminary meeting, which 
in turn led to the formation of the 
Institution in May, 1873, when 16 
borough surveyors of English towns 
attended. The Builder (May 10, 1873) 
gravely observed: ‘‘ The Association 
promises to be useful,’ and later 
(August 30), “‘ We shall look with in- 
terest to its progress and doings.” 
After about 20 years as the Association 
of Municipal and Sanitary Engineers 
and Surveyors, it became the Institu- 
tion of Municipal and County Engi- 
neers. To-day the Institution has a

Committee of their second Interim Report with the support 
of an Exhibition is a new inspiration. The Exhibition is 
open to the public in the Central Hall of the National 
Gallery, where the Report is obtainable at the reasonable 
price of 2s.—reasonable, because it is a book which is at 
once readable, full of meat, and acceptable both to the lay 
reader and those technically interested. 

The Exhibition itself strikes a simple note, is spacious, 
and, provided one is prepared to give it due attention, 
easily followed. Underlying it there is evidence of hard 
work and a determination to put aside all but major issues. 
In reading the Committee’s Report and reviewing the 
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e war Exhibition, one sees no signs of hesitation or compromise, a 
furthemrefreshing departure in this form of pronouncement, and 


it is a good sign, too, to see 12 men of such widely different 
experience and character (their names will be found at the 
end of this article) finding themselves in so close an agree- 
ment upon matters of such fundamental importance to the 
nation and, we may add, to the architectural profession.

The practical proposals of the Committee are clear and 
simple to understand and each is the outcome of a complete 
argument; thus, the acceptance of the obvious fact that the 
main lines of communication are detrimental to the 
security of living suggests the removal of living places from 
the immediate vicinity of such services. The forming of 
open spaces for this purpose at once improves the efficiency 
of the communications themselves and provides the out- 
standing feature of the plan. Green belts and parkways 
have been frequently advocated in the past, and they are 
here given a place in planning they have never before 
possessed, nor yielded so much practical use and such 
lasting benefits. The combination of the green belts, the 
system of efficient trunk roads, the railways and other 
similar features, forms the pattern within which, we under- 
stand, the Committee’ propose the next logical step—the 
reconstitution of domestic communities and industrial 
areas. 

This re-identification of locality is, they insist, of the 
utmost importance. It brings back to the region of London 
that which has been lost through the errors and apathy of 
the past. The identity of the community is as essential as 
that of the family in our way of life. The wearing of ermine 
and chains of office by a hundred and one figure-heads of 
our administrative bodies within the region cannot alone 
stimulate a proper interest in a man who does not know 
where his borough begins and where it ends. The L.R.R.C. 
proposals promise, whenever achieved, to give vital life to 
good citizenship and promote intimate and sympathetic 
administration. 

We reproduce a selection of drawings and diagrams from 
the Exhibition. The choice was difficult and the reader 
will not necessarily obtain a complete picture from them. 
Only a visit to the Exhibition can give this. 


The main map, together with a larger detail of Section 
V, illustrates the results of applying the basic principles 
to which the L.R.R.C. have adhered. In maintaining the 
efficiency of existing trunk communications and in pro- 
viding new roads, cross movement has inevitably suffered.

g oy Le | Sub-Regional and Local master plan, setting down basic 
requirements, we could proceed with reconstruction with 
confidence and smoothness over a period of time that 
could be determined by circumstances. 
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A drawing of the centre of London, in area similar to 
that dealt with by the Royal Academy, is shown, the title 
being “‘ The Centre—a Planning Area of the Region.”’ The 
Committee here insist that this central area must be con- 
sidered only in relationship to the whole Region of which 
it is both physically and historically the nucleus. 

The two comparative plans showing, to a small scale, 
the Region of London as it is and as it would appear after 
this long-term reconstruction has taken place, should be 
carefully studied. 

An important proposal is for a new airport and dock 
installation upon and north of the Isle of Dogs. This 
project has many interesting features. The use of the 
natural formation of the Thames at this part of its course 
in providing landing and take-off lanes to and from the 
airport may prove practicable, and its proximity to the 
centre of London, the docks and its connection to the 
railway, road and canal system, has many advantages. 
This and other proposals, such as the decentralising of 
central commodity markets, ring railways and roads, etc., 
are emphasised by the Committee as ‘being part of a 
homogeneous and co-ordinated plan and not a series of 
isolated ideas. 

We compliment the Committee on their boldness in 
making proposals as to the methods that might be adopted 
for the achievement of their ideas. Great efforts will be 
needed to arouse public opinion to the practicability of 
such a scheme and apathy and opposition are bound to be 
encountered. Will the label of ‘‘ madness ”’ be tied to this 
enthusiastic effort? Will this Report and Exhibition take 
the course of so many others and find an obscure end? 
To be frank, we are afraid of this. Have the Committee 
been too bold, too insistent upon what are extremely drastic 
measures? Will vested interests use their well-known power 
of veto? The answer to these questions will be seen in the 
future. 

One question there is still to ask, however. Are the main 
principles of the London Regional Reconstruction Com- 
mittee’s proposals acceptable to the other members of the 
architectural profession? Some indication of this may be 
gathered from the co-operation that has occurred between 
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the L.R.R.C. and the South-Eastern Region, who jointly 
show the results of their work in this Exhibition. Can these 
ideas also be accepted by other allied professions and 
interests ? 

If the L.R.R.C. are right in their assertion that their 
basic principles are as acceptable to the future as they are 
to the present, surely there are grounds for common agree- 
ment between bodies of men whose interests are, when all 
is said and done, the same. 

If this be true, then it is upon this foundation of agree- 
ment that such. efforts as those of the L.R.R.C. can be 
matured and brought to fruition. We suggest, therefore, 
that it is the duty of all who have the interests of the 
country at heart and have the special knowledge to exer- 
cise sound judgment, to see this Exhibition and read the 
Committee’s report, and, with an open mind, free from 
prejudice and self-interest, weigh their attitude towards 
this scheme, which might be a great contribution to the 
future lives of our people. 

The Exhibitien ‘provides much food for thought both for 
the public, the legislator and the professional man, and for 
those who have imagination there opens up a picture of 
a new era of adventure and endeavour, comparable with 
past great periods of discovery and invention. 

The Exhibition remains open until July 10.

MINISTER’S STATEMENT ON 
POLICY. 

Tue Minister of Town and Country 
Planning (Mr. W. S. Morrison, M.C., 
M.P.) addressed his first conference of the 
Press as Minister on May 27, at the 
Ministry headquarters, 32, St. James’s- 
square, 8. W.1. 

In the course of his address, the Mxnis- 
rer said: ‘‘ My duty has been defined by 
Parliament as that of ‘securing consis- 
tency and continuity in the framing and 
execution of a national policy with respect 
to the use and development of d 
throughout England and Wales.’ The 
creation of this new Ministry embodies the 
decision of Parliament that in future 
national considerations should govern more 
directly and more actively than hitherto 
the task of making the best use of our 
37 million acres. e Ministry will carry 
on, but will also develop, with a new 
initiative and a new power, work per- 
formed for many years by the Ministry of 
Health, and for a while by the Ministry 
of Works and Planning. This country is 
more deeply indebted than it knows to 
the planning activities of the Ministry of 
Health operating with very limited and 
often negative powers, and making its 
policies effective by persuasion. 


The Three Partners. 

‘‘The country is not less indebted to 
its more active and farseeing local auth- 
orities for much good work in the past; 
indebted also to many private individuals 
for successful enterprises directed to the 
public good.”’ 

After describing the organisation of the 
new Ministry, and noting the smallness 
of its staff, recruited partly from fresh 
sources and partly from the department 
whose work it had inherited, Mr. Morrison 
went on :—‘‘ If planning is to be efficient, 
there must be active collaboration between 
three partners—the public, the local plan- 
ning authorities and the Ministry. Behind 
these partners stand the specialists—the 
planners, the surveyors, the architects and 
the engineers. The activities of these part- 
ners must be geared together in a single 
movement. The essential part the people 
have to play is sometimes overlooked. 
There has been talk of the danger of their 
being ‘more planned against than plan- 
ning.’ But they must help in the planning 
themselves. When the needs of any sec- 
tion of the community are formulated, 
they sliould be brought in a spirit of part- 
nership to the notice of those responsible 
for the planning of their districts. All 
wise technicians, as well as lay members 
of local authorities and planning commit- 
tees, will welcome information of this 
kind. Good planning calls for faithful 
interpretation of the public need.” , 


Decisions on High Policy Essential, 

‘* Decisions on certain matters of high 
policy were essential,’’ added Mr. Morri- 
son, ‘‘ before the land could be well and 
truly planned; but, even before those 
issues were determined, there was much 
that could and must be done? Planning 
begins at home; and there is not a town 
or village in the country which could not 
be improved if those who lived in it made 
up their minds-to improve it. An im- 
portant part of the Ministry’s task will be 
to help the public to understand their part 
in planning the future of the country’s 
land. Here, I know, I shall have the help 
of many voluntary organisations. The 
local authorities are the spearhead of the 
planning movement, and I shall always 
aim at doing my share of the task in the 
closest and friendliest co-operation with 


them. There will be no question of a 
Ministry dictating from London on matters 
of purely local concern to men and women 
steeped in the experience of their own 
territories. 

“I recognise that decisions on certain 
issues of high policy—notably those raised 
by the Uthwatt Report—aud of finance 
are needed, before local authorities can 
finally complete their schemes. But in 
the meantime there is no disirict in the 
country in which there is not still pre- 
paratory work independent of these deci- 
sions, to be done by the loca) authority.’ 
He was greatly encouraged by evidence 
reaching him from many quarters of wide- 
spread and active interest. All over the 
country authorities were at work. The 
Bill now before Parliament was directed 
to secure that uo acre should go. un- 
planned, to prevent the plans of local 
authorities being frustrated, while still in 
the workshop stage, by selfish develop- 
ments, and to facilitate co-operation be- 
tween local authorities. 

“IT do not wish to minimise the im- 
portance of early decisions upon certain 
major recommendations of the Barlow, 
Scott and Uthwatt Commissions,” de- 
clared the Minister, ‘‘ but those who are 
impatient for those decisions to be taken 
should recognise that such decisions in- 
volve not only great financial issues and 
difficult legal problems. They also involve 
social problems that demand very careful 
handling by Government.”’ 


Ministry’s Research Programme. 

Behind every one of the problems lay 
at least one subject needing basic investi- 
gation, whether by the -Ministry or by 
outside bodies working .in co-operation 
with it. Each of those problems demanded 
the collation of facts already recorded, but 
not assembled, or new and original re- 
search. The Ministry was already hard at 
work on a research programme directed to 
prompt action. It embraced such subjects 
as the reconstruction of blitzed cities, 
national parks, she protection of the coast- 
line, the extraction of surface minerals, 
the regulation of advertisement displays, 
the layout and seemliness of petrol 
stations. In studying many of these sub- 
jects, information, after being assembled, 
could in part conveniently be recorded on 
maps. 

‘‘We are preparing, with the active 


help of the Ordnance Survey, drawing. 


always on existing material where it is 
available, a series of new maps which can 
be imposed on a black-and-white base 
map, to show the facts about any particu- 
lar claim to the use of land in England 
and Wales.”” Among them were: (1) A 
map in part a reproduction of the work 
of the Land Utilisation Survey; (2) a 
map which had its sources in the Ministry 
of Agriculture, showing the seventeen main 
types of farming in this country; (3) a 
map of soil fertility based on material sup- 
plied by the Land Utilisation Survey; (4) 
@ map showing changes in population be- 
tween 1921 and 1931; (5) a map showing 
the administrative areas of the country; 
and (6) a map of the coalfields and iron- 
fields, distinguishing exposed coalfields 
from concealed coalfields which are being 
worked, and from other probable concealed 
coalfields. 

Maps such as these would provide vital 
information to the Ministry, and be invalu- 
able to local authorities and planners. 


The Plans Division. 
In describing the work of the Plans 


Division of the Ministry, Mr. Morrison : 


said : ‘‘ The Councils of*blitzed cities have 
been asked to plan for redevelopment and 
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improvement of their cities on bold lines. 
This will mean a loosening process and an 
* overspill’ of population. The Councils 
are, therefore, studying, 
with adjoining planning 
planning of the wider areas affected. 
Of this co-operative process, the 
group headed by Manchester, which in- 
cludes in a Joint Planning Committee Sal- 
ford, Stretford and other neighbouring 
authorities, is a good ex le. Mean- 
while, plans for Greater London and Mer- 
seyside are being prepared by specialists

who will report to me.’’ Mr. Morrison 
also referred to a scheme covering 204,871 
acres, one of several prepared by the North 


Riding County Council, to whom, in con- 
nection with the scheme, six district coun- 
cils agreed to relinquish their powers. A 
portion of the scheme map was displayed 
showing the section including the hinter- 
land of Scarborough. 

** To sum up,’’ concluded Mr. Morrison, 
‘we must 1 me for the rebuilding—the 
fine rebuilding—of our war-damaged 
towns. We must see to it that all our 
towns become pleasant, healthy and con- 
venient places in which to live and work. 
Not least of the lessons we have learned 
from this war is Britain’s need of a pros- 
perous agricultural system, For that also 
we must plan—plan, too, for better living 
conditions in rural areas, remembering 
there are slums in the country as well as 
in the towns. We must not forget that 
those who live and work on the land are 
justly entitled to enjoy, equally with the 
townsman, every social service which the 
community can provide. Finally, we must 
recognise that healthy and rapidly grow- 
ing enthusiasm of townspeople bor the 
pleasures of the country. That will mean 
planning for adequate protection of natural 
beauty, and for provision of access to 
national parks, the coast and other parts 
of the country.”

URBAN BRITAIN AFTER THE WAR. 

Mr. Prigstiey said a good deal of the 
planning that was coming into operation 
now was premature because it was not 
yet related to any political, social or 
economic background. The attempt was 
made to plan a post-war Britain that had 
not yet come into existence, but it was 
no good planning Coke Town physically 
until you knew the position of Coke Town 
in the post-war economic system. Ours 
was an urban country: four out of five 
of our prgsiadies lived in towns, but this 
fact was hardly ever acknowledged. For 
example, films were displayed showing an 
England of thatched cottages, whereas for 
every individual who lived in a thatched 
cottage there were 100,000 who lived in 
industrial towns. 

Ten years ago, when writing his 
“‘ English Journey,’’ he had visited our 
towns and cities, and found that the two 
he liked best were Bristol and Norwich. 
These seemed better to fulfil the func- 
tions and had more of the true atmospliere 
of cities thaa other places. Both these 
‘were pre-industrial revolution towns: -in 
the eighteenth century they had been 
little provincial capitals, having their 
own painters, theatres, literary circles, and 
so on; and when he visited them he found 
lingering in them some suggestion of the 
true functions of an urban community 
that he had not found in any of the other 
places. During the industrial revolution 
towns and cities had sprung up, particu- 
larly in the Midlands and North, and had 
grown rapidly. Factories had _ been 
erected, and around them long rows of 
dingy little back-to-back houses. Instead 
of a true city you had the town as a kind 
of money-making machine. It consisted 
of factories with a dormitory round them, 
and from that time all but the poorest 
class ceased to be truly urban. 

Throughout the nineteenth century this 
tendency got worse, and you had towns 


Anderson, 
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where nobody with an income of more 
than a few hundred a year made his home 
in the place where he got his living. 
Motor cars had carried this process farther 
still; Un the days of the industrial revolu- 
tion a great many of the new manufac- 
turing class had lived on their mill pre- 
mises. As a rule, these people were of a 
Puritanical type, believing that life should 
be grim and hard. They thought im terms 
of work first and of piness a long way 
afterwards—if at all. On the other hand, 
there were always people of another type 
moving away from the towns, particularly 
after they had made their fortunes, 
purchasing estates and becoming English 
country gentlemen. In the industrial towns 
there was no attempt to improve ameni- 
ties, because most of the — who had 
the necessary enterprise, education and 
aey for doing this no longer lived in 
them. 


In our own lifetime there had come a 

rotest against this kind of thing in the 
a of the garden city—an attempt to 
bring the country into the town. There 
was also the enormous growth of suburbia 
—an attempt to make the best of both 
worlds, which in his opinion resulted in 
making the worst of them. People could 
not be blamed for wanting to live and 
bring up their families away from the 
dingy, smoky, dirty town; but towns need 
not be dingy, smoky and dirty. The 
teason they were so was only because the 
people who remained in them were help- 
less to effect the necessary change. Be- 
‘sides physical objections to garden cities 
and spread-out suburbs, there were social 
and cultural objections. Such places. were 
not communities ; a good deal of the politi- 
cal apathy we had complained of before 
the war was due to the fact that more and 
more people were living entirely outside 
any real community. We spent a great 
deal on education and would spend more, 
but much of the money was wasted be- 
eause the environment outside the school 
was wrong. 


One result of the fact that discerning 
people did not live in towns was that 
town councils, instead of having educated, 
enterprising people on them, were com- 
posed of retired shopkeepers whose sole 
idea was to keep the rates down. They 
never welcomed any attempt to improve 
the amenities of their town. We should 
make our towns as good as we could; let 
us so design them as to get the best out 
of urban life. Electric power would make 
it possible to work in smaller communities 
than those that had been developed during 
the days of steam; but atter the war. 
when we had to make a peace effort fully 
as urgent as the present war effort, we 
should have to concentrate on large indus- 
trial: units, and. that would mean large 
towns; but, apart from a few monsters 
which he thought could never be broken 
up, he did not think any city should have 
more than half a million inhabitants. For 
the town we wanted something round 
about fifty thousand people. Town and 
city should both be compact, like the 
medisval city with its wall round it. A 
city of half a million could have certain 
kinds of amenities, and with the town of 
fifty thousand there could be certain other 
kinds. A good deal needed to be done in 
educating people up to these ideas. People 
were asked what they wanted, and usually 
wanted things pretty much as they were 
before the war; but that was because the 
alternatives were not put properly before 
them. It should be the task of architects 
to show the people what the alternatives 
really were. : 
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DISCUSSION. 

In reply to'a point raised by the Chair- 
. Priestiey said he imagined that 
if we were to live in en cities, about 
half the country would be taken up by 
them. Compactness meant that people 
would have to live in flats. The Town 
and Country Planning Association said 
people would not live in flats because they 
were too noisy, but surely architects could 
design flats that would not be noisy. 

A suggestion he would make was that 
various things should be tried out in one 
town before going in for nation-wide ex- 
periments. He was very keen on having 
a civic centre in every town of twenty 
thousand people. This centre should con- 
tain a theatre, a concert-hall, a gallery for 
showing pictures, and he would suggest a 
restaurant. 

The Chairman said that to build a new 
city so as to try out an experiment would 
take a good many years. What was to 
happen in the meantime? 

Priestiey replied that his idea was 
not to build an entirely new city, but to 
take one that had been heavily bombed 
and try the experiment there. 

Mr. Jonn SuMMERSON said there was a 
gulf between what would attract people if 
it was shown them and what architects 
would like to give them. As a body, 
architects did not know the people well. 
Mr. Priestley knew the people better. 
What did he think the inhabitants of 
Bradford would say if they were shown a 
plan of their city reorganised with well- 
laid-out roads and so on? Would they 
want it? 

Mr. Priestiey said that when he spoke 
of a specimen town there was no question 
of taking one of the size of Bradford. If 
the plans and drawings were shown to the 
people of Bradford, he did not think they 
would like the proposed changes. But the 
people at large never wanted any change. 
A few persistent cranks went on until they 
succeeded in altering public opinion. There 
was the case of Wigan. In that town there 
had been only one theatre, and the Old 
Vic company tried to hire this for opera 
and ballet. The owners took the commer- 
cial view and said opera and ballet were 
not wanted in Wigan. But when at last 
this opposition was broken down and the 
Old Vic company took the place for a fort- 
night, the theatre was packed for every 
performance. . 

Mr. Rates Tusss, who proposed a vote 
of thanks, said the age of industrialism 
had made our cities what they now were, 
and we must have a clear idea of the 
society we were planning for before we 
made physical plans, and should always 
remember that the town planner only 
played one part in the creation of the 
rewer and better conditions. 

Mr. J. R. Betorr (a student), who 
seconded the resolution, said he did not 
think we should ever go back to the idea 
of the city as a cultural nucleus. Aristotle 
had said that the optimum size for any 
city was determined by the number of 
people who could hear an orator; but to- 
day, when Churchill addressed the United 
States. all of us were part of the audience. 
The change was from parochial to 
planetary. After this war television would 
be added to broadcasting, and other fac- 
tors would. be developed further. We 
might, for instance, get private aviation, 
and the auto-gyro which had been found 
of use for military purposes might become 
the ‘‘ Austin Seven’’ of the air. We 
should have the whole world really and not 
our home town as the cultural nucleus. 

Mr. Priestizy, replying, said he re- 
garded with horror this vision of an 
England spread out everywhere with 
people listening to wireless all the time.

Employment for 5,000,000. 

Speaking at the Edinburgh Rotary 
Club, Mr. Wallis recalled the vital work 
the building industry had been called on 
to do after the fall of France. 

‘‘ With the: fall of France,’ he said, 
‘‘we were called upon to carry out the 
vital and urgent task of putting our 
country into a state of defence, and in a 
matter of a few weeks defence works of 
every description were erected. I want to 
stress in connection with this achievement, 
which was a marvellous one, the method 
by which the whole force of the industry 
was mobilised for the work. The War 
Office got in touch with our National 
Federation, who gave them the names of 
builders in all areas who could be asked 
to take responsibility for a stretch of the 
coast line or a section of a river. This 
builder received instructions from the 
C.R.E. for far more work than he alone 
could carry out, and, as arranged by our 
National Federation, he called in all the 
other builders in the locality, federated 
and unfederated, and allocated various 
parts of the work to them. In this way 
the full employing capacity of the industry 
was utilised, and in the course of but a 
few weeks truly formidable defences were 
erected. 

‘The great difference between the 
method which was adopted then compared 
with that in use to-day is that on that 
occasion the industry were given the job to 
do by the War Office and left to organise 
it themselves. and the job was done with 
a speed and efficiency which surprised even 
the builders themselves; whereas now, if 
the Government have a building problem 
to deal with, they draw up their own plans, 
ask the Federation to advise them on 
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them, and then go their own way. In 
most of these cases the work is done neither 
speedily nor efficiently, but the Govern- 
ment cam say, and do say, that they put 
the particular scheme into effect only aiter 
consulting the nies That, of course. 
is perfectly true. hey do not say 
whether or not the ddvice given by the 
industry is, in fact, followed But when 
figures can be given, I am quite sure that 
the public will be very well satisfied that 
the Suliding industry has played its part 
very well in the construction of aero- 
dromes, camps, factories, hospitals and 
other war-time buildings. 

“What of the future? The Govern- 
ment has recently published a White 
Paper in which reference is made to a 
swenty-years’ plan for the building 
industry. The White Paper looks to the 
strength of the building industry being 
increased as rapidly as possible from a 
pre-war strength of about one million to 
one and a quarter millions. In order to 
reach this figure in the shortest time, a 
system of trained labour is to be intro- 
duced. This was done after the last war, 
and was largely a failure because the Trade 
Unions did not co-operate. We now have 
this co-operation and are hopeful of better 
results. With its subsidiary trades the 
building industry is looked to to give 
employment to 5,000,000 men and to reach 
~ figure as soon as possible after the war 
ends. 

‘““ What we as employers have got to 
guard against is the entry into our 
employee ranks of a large body of partly 
trained craftsmen, and what our friends 
the operatives have to guard against is the 
building up of a labour force which is too 
big for the amount of work available. The 
first of these dangers can be avoided by 
all builders giving the trainees an oppor- 
tunity to complete their training while 
actually at work. The second danger can 
be avoided by immediate decisions being 
made by the Government, as these deci- 
sions will enable all the future building 
owners to go ahead with their plans now 
so that the only retarding factor will be 
the supply of materials, 

‘‘The only material which I fear will 
be in short supply will be timber, and I 
would like to see the Government taking 
counsel with the big timber importers of 
this country so that, by facing the problem 
now, the short supply may be less serious 
and of shorter duration than will otherwise 
be the case. 

“There will be a great shortage of 
houses after the war, .and municipal 
housing schemes alone are not the remedy. 
In the twenty years following the last war 
many more houses were built by private 
enterprise than by public schemes. We 
want to safeguard the public against jerry- 
built houses, and the scheme devised by 
the National Housebuilders’ Registtation 
Council which was introduced by my 
Federation a few years before the war will 
go a long way towards this. If only the 
public will insist on being given the certifi- 
cate referred to from the Council they will 
be sure that they have got a good, well- 
built house. 


““ There is one more point I want to 
make from the viewpoint of the employers. 
I would like to see the registration of 
builders upon a. qualitative basis. This 
would stop any Tom, Dick or Harry who 
thought, rightly or wrongly, that there 
was money to be made in building from 
entering the industry unless he had the 
ooniotie of our craft to enable him to be 
a credit to the industry. I don’t want a 
closed industry, but I’m sure it is just as 
important in the public interest for a 
builder to be a qualified builder as it is 
for an architect or a doctor to be 
qualified.”’

Architects’ Salaries. 

To tHE Eprror or The Builder. 

Sir,—The present position as 
regards architects’ salaries is most 
unsatisfactory. Such advertisements 
as your correspondents mention prob- 
ably attract very few replies, but they 
do indicate that in many offices a 
scandalously low rate of pay is preva- 
lent for architects and architectural 
assistants. This leads directly to an 
under-estimation of the réle of the 
architect and to the carrying out of 
important work by persons with insuffi- 
cient qualifications. 

If this situation persists into the 
post-war world, when the labour 
market will be greatly expanded, it 
will cause widespread injustice and 
anomalies very difficult to rectify, and 
will seriously affect the quality of our 
reconstruction. 

The A.B.T. has a good deal of informa- 
tion about existing salary rates, and looks 
forward to the standardisation of reason- 
able ones throughout the country, together 
with a system of technical education that 
will enable everyone to raise his or her 
qualifications to a reasonable level. But 
national agreements on salaries imply 
fully representative bodies on both sides, 
between whom negotiations can take place, 
and as such bodies do not yet exist we 
have to deal with individual firms or 
authorities. 

The war-time regulations of the 
Ministry of Labour put us in quite a 
favourable position for raising low 
salaries, but there are also other require- 
ments :— 

(a) We must be able to speak for the 

majority of the staff concerned ; 

(b) The staff must decide what they 
want and stick to their demands during 
the course of the negotiations, which are 
often prolonged ; ) 

(c) Persons who are underpaid must 
bring their cases forward for our atten- 
tion—we cannot proceed on the basis of 
Press advertisements, but only on 
requests by members. 

To-day, there are real possibilities of 
improvement. Why is it that architects 
have made less use of them than other 
classes of technicians? It seems that even 
in this field the well-known individualism 
of our profession may be hampering our 
development, and we should remember 
that action now is not ofly in our personal 
interests but on behalf of those who will 
be demobilised after the war and on behalf 
of the reconstruction programme which 
will affect every individual in the country.

S1r,—May I join your correspondents 
** Judex ”’ (May 7) and Mr. Edgar Pitt

As one who has seen long service 
with public authorities of various kinds 
I should like to put forward the follow- 
ing points :— 

The position in which architects find 
themselves with regard to conditions of 
service and salaries offered is entirely due 
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to lack of interest and initiative on the 
art of assistants themselves and the 

-I.B.A. in particular. This matter is, 
however, now being rectified, and official 
architects are perhaps happier at:Portland- 
place than they were in Gonduit-atreet. 

It must be admitted that with the 
growth of public authorities, engineers 
“*got in on the ground floor,’’ and archi- 
tects have been employed by borough sur- 
veyors merely as draughtsmen, with status 
and pay ve gt ae It must also be 
realised that the public take building too 
much for granted; they are always ready 
to applaud the “‘novelty’’ produced by 
the designers of a bridge or civil engineer- 
ing contractor and to reward them accord- 
ingly. More publicity can bring the same 
thing about for architects and architec- 
ture. if this is to be done, a start should 
be made now, so that architects can take 
their rightful place in the planning and 
reconstruction which post-war years will 
bring. If architects are to be employed eas 
architects and not as draughtsmen, then 
the public bodies who are the employers 
must be told by every possible means what 
architects can do for them. when untram- 
melled by heads of departments who are 
borough engineers, and—dare I say it?— 
even in some cases quantity surveyors. 

Is it too much to ask that the Govern- 
ment, through the M.O.W., should play 
its part? 

Legislation requiring every local autho- 
rity to employ an official architect in addi- 
tion to an official engineer would be a good 
start, and any authority not wishing to do 
this must pass work to a private architect 
or county architect. 

There is, however, another aspect to this 
matter without which the foregoing will 
be useless, and one which should certainly 
be brought forward for reconsideration. 1 
refer to the training of architects. 

“‘Judex’’ says no town planner or quali- 
fied architect should be offered less than 
£1,000 per annum for his services, and I 
take it that he refers to an A.M.T.P.I. 
and an A.R.I.B.A. respectively. 

Does he realise that a student can leave 
a “‘recognised’’ school after five years 
qualified as an architect and town planner, 
and does he seriously suggest that such a 
person is worth £1,000 per annum? I 
should hope not. I would go as far as to 
say that the advent of the school-trained 
architect has done as much to lower the 
status of architects, particularly in public 
service, as any other factor in the history 
of the profession, and I suggest that 
future architects and town planners should 
only be qualified after four or five years 
actual experience. I know this would fall 
very hard on many leaving the Forces at 
the end of the war, but the results would 
be beneficial in the long run. 

I consider a reasonable salary for a 
qualified man would be £500 after five 
years and £750 after ten years. 

There are many higher salaried appoint- 
ments, and there is plenty of room at the 
top in architecture, as in other walks of 
life, for those whose aspirations lead them 
there. INTERESTED.

Trades and Professions. 
To tHe Eprror or The Builder. 

Srr,—Mr. Crampton, in your issu 
of May 21, raised so many interesting 
issues that I was sorry he was not more 
clear on the exact functions of th 
federated institution he was proposing 
for the technical side’ of the building 
industry. The object, I gather, woul 
be to unite the contracting technicial 
with the consultant, the profession 
civil servant with outside industry an 
the employers (both in industry anf 
the professions) with their technic 
employees. This, he says, is to secur 
“the closest co-operation of allie 
interests.” 

Were it not for his analogy of tht 
operatives’ unions in their federation 
being the ‘‘ opposite number ”’ of his tech 
nicians’ federation, one would supp0 
that the advancement of economic interes! 
would not be among the objects of the ne 
body, whose interests in this matter mu 
be conflicting rather than ‘‘allied.”’ 
would concern itself rather with the funt 
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And remember — steel is a home product, 
7 made by an industry vital to the safety of 


M the nation. 
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tions of a “‘ learned society,’ to promote 
research into the tenchnique of war-time 
and post-war construction problems. On 
this assumption, and ignoring the mani- 
fold difficulties of standards for admis- 
sion, etc., the idea sounds attractive. But 
that it would take years of campaigning 
io bring about (without the “‘ direction of 
a specific authority ’’ darkly hinted at by 
Mr. Crampton), no one with experience of 
the professions to-day would doubt. And 
our problems are urgent. 

Much of the current controversy be- 
tween engineer and architect and between 
consultant and contractor overlooks, I 
think, the very real basis for co-operation 
both in the technical and economic field 
that is already being laid by the salaried 
men in all these groups. Mr. Crampton 
quotes, evidently with approval, the Medi- 
cal | vactitioners’ Union and its affiliation 
to t:e Trades Union Congress. He need 
not have gone outside the building indus- 
try for a professional parallel. The Asso- 
ciation of Building Technicians, for some 
time offiliated to the T.U.C., has, by its 
incl) ion in the National Federation of 
Bui’ ling Trades Operatives, begun not 
only to break down the artificial barriers 
between technicians, but also to reach 
greater understanding of mutual problems 
on the part of technicians and operatives. 
That this quite new development in the 
puil/'og industry does not take the form 
of usited action on economic questions 
only 's illustrated by the Conference on 
Housing Problems called by the A.B.T. 
on June 5, when operatives’ unions, 
research bodies and the technicians will 
together seek a solution of the urgent 
war-time problems of accommodation.

Timber Salvage. 
lo tHE Eprror or The Builder. 

Sir.—I read with considerable 
interest the speech which Sir Andrew 
Duncan, the Minister of Supply, made 
the other day when he stated how 
necessary it is to redouble our salvage 
efforts in order to hasten the end of 
the war. He mentioned the salvaging 
of metal, paper, bones, rubber, etc., 
but said nothing about timber. 

Every architect and builder throughout 
the country is daily made aware of the 
acute shortage of timber for building 
purposes. Imported timber is practically 
unobtainable, and home-grown timber 
(which can only be obtained by making 
inroads into our beautiful forests) is diffi- 
cult to get and often unsuitable and un- 
seasoned. 

There is one source of supply of second- 
hand timber which seems hitherto to have 
heen ignored, viz., wooden advertisement 
hoardings. Hundreds of thousands of 
cubic feet of good salvageable timber are 
scattered about the countryside from one 
end to the other in this form. 

One has only tq go along any arterial 
road, or any town or city street, to see 
how many hoardings there are serving no 
useful purpose, since the use of paper for 
advertising has been drastically restricted. 
The scantlings of many of these timbers 
are just what we urgently need for the 
erection of hutments. 

In many places the hoardings are 
already deteriorating under the effects of* 
the weather, and this source of supply of 
an important commodity will quickly be 
made available for more useful purposes 
than that which it is now serving. It is 
hoped that some appropriate action will! 
be taken before it is too late. 

May we not hope, too. that after the 
war the public conscience will not permit

the beauty of our countryside and cities 
to be disfigured by large and ugly hoard- 
ings? If they are eventually going to be 
removed, why not remove them now, when 
they will provide us with a supply of a 
material that is vital to our war effort? 
By removing them we shall protect 
beauty as well as help to overcome the 
beast.

PLANNING FOR THE 
POST-WAR HOME 


LECTURE BY MR. KENYON. 

SPEAKING at a lunch-time meeting of 
the Fown and Country Planning Associa- 
tion on May 27, Mr. A. W. Kenyon, 
F.R.I.B.A., M.T.P.I., said that ‘‘ the 
first essential in planning the post-war 
home was a long-term planning policy; 
only through a carefully worked out pro- 
gramme could we ensure that sites to be 
chosen for housing were in the proper 
locality, where real social amenities and 
services could be provided. Sites must 
not be selected in the old haphazard way. 
It was impossible to select a site by 
instinct. ‘‘ Houses cannot be designed 
regardlgss of their sites, and I lay strong 
emphasis on the need for freedom of 
movement and imagination. The imagina- 
tive architect must be encouraged to play 
his full part. Generally speaking, the 
layman seems to imagine that the bigger 
the building the more skill is needed by 
the architect. I suggest that it takes 
much more skill to design a small house 
than to design buildings such as town 
halls, churches, or schools. The most 
competent and qualified persons should, 
therefore, be employed on house designs. 
This important job should not te left to 
the quack. The small house became the 
poor relation dn the years between the 
wars. It was looked down on and neg- 
lected. The result was that one heritage 
of the past was allowed to be smothered 
by bad development.” 

Reference was made to the many desir- 
able features which are being so much 
demanded in our post-war housing, but a 
warning was given not to lose our sense 
of perspective. A plea was put in for 
simplified planning to get away from halls 
and passages and ‘‘one-purpose’’ rooms 
so that the whole floor space could te used 
for living and not for special features. 
The simplicity of planning might help to 
contribute to more essential things. 
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THE APPRECIATION OF 
ARCHITECTURE 


MR. AUSTEN HALL AT THE ENGLISH 
TOWN EXHIBITION. 


Mr. Austen Hatt, F.R.1.B.A.,.a short 
time ago, delivered an address at the 
St. Martin’s School of Art, W.C.2, at 
a meeting held under the auspices of 
the Council for the Preservation of Rural 
England. Mr. D. Curisnotm Simpson 
presided. 


Mr. Hall asked why it was that the 
photographs shown in the English Town 
Exhibition, then being held in the school, 
were invariably of the older parts of our 
towns? Answering the question, he said 
that in our modern architecture we failed 
to get the proportion and the harmonious 
distribution of parts that were to be found 
in Georgian work, and even when we ob- 
tained harmony and style we were all too 
prone to make our architecture a mono- 
tonous repetition. We did not obtain 
results comparable with those we had 
inherited. 


When Dudok, from Holland, and after- 
wards Tengbom, from Sweden, had been in 
this country, he had taken them to see 
Hampton Court, among other places. Both 
these great architects had been delighted 
with what they saw there and elsewhere, 
and had expressed! surprise that with such 
a noble tradition of building we should go 
abroad for models. We need not go outside 
English tradition to get the continuity 
which in times past had been of the essence 
of our building. There was room for all 
schools of design within the framework of 
the national tradition, and the development 
of this tradition was far more important 
than occasional brilliant successes out- 
side it. 

We shouid not ignore the possibilities of 
the new materials at our disposal, but the 
desire to make a building look modern 
was surely the sign of an infirmity of mind 
such as was not characteristic of our 
national spirit. A common example of 
what he was now speaking of was the 
devotion to structural expression, par- 
ticularly applied to steel-frame buildings. 
We saw these naked-looking objects on 
every side. Another example of what to 
zvoid was the use of excessive areas of 
glass. This was not new. It had been 
iried before, but the late Gothic churches 
were not the best examples of that style, 
nor were Elizabethan houses the last word 
in domestic building. Our climate was not 
suited to glass walls : the need for warmth 
and comfort came first of all. 


The Council for the Preservation of 
Rural England was deeply interested in the 
education of the public in the appreciation 
of architecture, in town and country plan- 
ning, and in good design generally. The 
Council realised that until the country 
was architecturally minded, as it had been 


‘in the seventeenth and eighteenth cen- 


turies, when .some of our finest national 
building had been produced, there was 
not likely to be any great improvement 
in architecture or design generally in this 
country, nor would a national style be 
produced that would compare with the 
historic styles of the past.. The real edu- 
cation of people in the appreciation of 
architecture must begin in the schools, and 
we should have begun to plan the future 
if we could make the youth of the nation 
more conscious of their surroundings and 
more aware of the fine things that had 
come down to them from centuries of high 
endeavour and honest work.

TOWN PLANNING AND 
BUILDING SOCIETIES 


ADDRESS BY COL. W. S. CAMERON. 

At the annual meeting of the Building 
Societies Institute an address, illustrated 
by lantern slides, was given by Cot. 
W. S. Cameron, M.Inst.C.E., President, 
Town Planning Institute. 

The lecturer said that town planning 
and housing were closely bound up, and 
of the four million houses erected in 
England and Wales between 1919 and 
1939, he understood that building socie- 
ties made financial resources available for 
upwards of two million houses. This was 
a great achievement and a great respon- 
sibility. 

Having traced the history of planned 
growth from the Middle Ages up to the 
nineteenth century, the speaker said that 
with the industrial revolution the large 
industrial towns increased with extra- 
ordinary rapidity owing to the influx of 
workers from the outlying districts to 
take up work in the new factories then 
being established. Building followed 
with practically no control or guidance, 
and the slums which are now a legacy of 
this period were being constructed. The 
banks of the rivers were built up with 
industrial buildings when they should 
have been left open, and industries of all 
kinds were intermingled with housing. 

Fortunately, in the nineteenth century 
there were some pioneers who saw farther 
than parallel street development. Titus 
Salt was the owner of a factory covering 
eleven acres and employing 3,000 people, 
and around it at Saltaire he built an 
industrial village. His example was fol- 
lowed later by Lever Bros. at Port Sun- 
light, Cadburys at Bournville, and the 
Rowntrees at Earswick, near York. All 
were examples of better housing and 
social amenities, with more economic 
working conditions. 

Since the last war much of the devel- 
opment carried out by private enterprise 
had been of a poor type, very often 
badly sited and unsatisfactory esthetic- 
ally. Much of it took place in the form 
of ribbon development, so that in the 


industrial conurbations towns were fre- 
quently linked up by this type of de- 
velopment. 

Good agricultural land, which was 


frequently level and well drained, was 
sought after for housing development 
during the last 20 years, when it ought 
to have been producing crops, and was 
swallowed up by the outward spread of 
the towns. 

It was hoped that the Government 
would soon implement the recommenda- 
tions of the Scott Committee’s Report so 
as to prevent further‘destruction of agri- 
cultural land without the concurrence of 
the Minister of Agriculture. 

The control of building development 


by local authorities was dependent upon | 


their powers given (1) by the Town and 
Country Planning Act, 1932, as to lay 
out, siting, and esthetic appearance, de- 
scribed usually as elevational control of 
design, and (2) by the exercise of the 
control affecting the standard of construc- 
tion under the building bve-laws. 

Much good work had been done in the 
regulation and control of development by 
those local authorities who appointed 
properly qualified officers or were advised 
by panels of drchitects, but there had 
been great difficulties to contend with. 


In many cases the plans for the proposed 
buildings were not prepared by a regis- 
tered architect, and another difficulty was 
that agricultural buildings: were exempt 
from planning control so that, in ‘many’ 
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cases, agricultural workers’ dwellings had 
been built in good architectural style, but 
in others badly sited and of a poor appear- 
ance and of unsatisfactory materials. 
The old-established builder, properly 
trained and brought up to the trade, had 


not been responsible for the jerry build- 
ing we had seen so much of. he man 


usually responsible for this was one who 
had suddenly embarked on house build- 
ing with no knowledge of the theory or 
practice of buildimg, who let off the work 
to the lowest tenderers, irrespective of the 
quality of their work. 

If we were to get a better type of 
house built after the war there must be 
a working arrangement between the local 
authorities and the building societies to 
ensure that the standard of housing 
erected by private enterprise was kept at 
a higher level. Legislation should require 
that no building should be erected unless 
the plans, specification and bill of quanti- 
ties had been prepared by a registered 
architect. If, also, each building society 
employed a registered architect, whose 
duty it was to approve all plans for 
houses on an estate where application 
was made to the society for financial 
assistance, or, where the standard of 
design was low, to require it to bé raised, 
this also would be a step forward, and, 
finally, the architect should also be re- 
sponsible for seeing that all those details 
of construction which were not covered 
by building bye-laws ‘should be up to the 
requisite standard before the society 
advanced money. 

It had also been suggested that when 
a house was sold, a copy of the plans 
showing the positions of services and 
drains, with a copy of the specification 
signed by the builder, should be attached 
to the deeds of the house. If this were 
required in the case of all houses where 
loans to purchasers were advanced by 
building societies, the building societies 
would be fulfilling an even higher civic 
function than they did at present and 
shouldering some of the responsibilities 
which must be undertaken by all if we 
were to have housing worthy of post-war 
Britain. ;

Town and Country Planning. 

Many interesting points were raised 
during the Committee stage of the Tow) 
and Country Planning Bill in the Hong 
of Commons. Mr. Bossom moved ty 
add to Clause 1 the following: ‘* There 
shall be set aside around all towns ang 
cities of fifty thousand or more inhabj. 
tants a strip of land approximately fiys 
miles wide to form a green belt and 
within three months of the passing oj 
this Act, this shall be considered as sub. 
ject to planning resolution and no ney 
development or building schemes shajj 
be pianned for future construction 
within this space without the consen 
of the Minister.’’ 

Mr. W. S. Morrison (thé Minis‘ er oj 
Town and Country Planning) agreed en. 
tirely with the spirit of the amendment, 
They had in the Bill ample powers to 
secure the great object which al! had 
at heart. It was suggested that the 
“green belt”? should be the subject of 
a planning _ resolution. That was 
possible under the Bill, as was the fur 
ther suggestion that no development 
should take place without the Minister’ 
consent and that no development should 
be allowed in a planning scheme except 
with the: Minister’s consent. Under the 
present law the Minister’s approva! to a 
planning scheme was required, and that 
object could be achieved. For technical 
reasons—he put it no _ higher—the 
amendment could not be accepted. 

S1k E. SHEPPERSON : Is it not a fact that 
very often the locai authority are the 
guilty people in the _ production of 
ribbon development? They do it be. 
cause they do not want the expense of 
making roads, and so they put their 
council houses on the main road. Will 
the Minister take power in the Bill to 
stop local authorities from destroying 
the countryside ? 

Mr. Morrison: Yes, Sir, I am taking 
that power. I am aware of some deplor 
able instances in which the local author. 
ities have been bad offenders, and | 
will take power in the matter in future. 

The amendment was, by leave, with 
drawn, as were a number of others. 

The Committee stage was concluded 


and the Biil read the third time. It is 
now before the House of Lords. 
Art Treasures. 

ViscoUNT HINCHINGBROOKE asked the 


President of the Board of Trade whether 
he was aware that there was a steady 
drain to the United States of America of 
the richest treasures of this country in 
furniture, pictures, plate ‘and the like; 
and wheiher he would look: into this 
situation and take the action best caleu- 
lated to bring it to an end. 

Mr. Daron said that no articles more 
than 75 years old, nor any work of art 
might be exported without a_ licence 
from the Board of Trade. When, in 
any particular case, his officers were in 
doubt whether export was’in the public 
interest they consulted the Museum 
authorities and only issued a licence 
with their concurrence.

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THE STANDARD OF WAR- 
TIME BUILDING 


“‘ Tue Standard of War-Time Building,”’ 
published by H.M. Stationery Office, 
price 9d., has been prepared by the 
Ministry of Works to provide a handy 
means of reference to approved standards 
of construction, New schemes in the 
Government building programme will con- 
form to these standards of economy. The 
standards are also the basis adopted in 
dealing with applications for licences for 
civil building. This reference book should 
therefore be a great time-saver to all con- 
cerned with design, estimates and con- 
struction. 

Iimitation of Materials.—Of materials 
needed for building, only cement, bricks 
and hollow clay blocks are described as 
being ‘‘in adequate supply.”’ Hence use 
is made of these wherever possible, in 
recommending substitute methods or 
materials. Non-ferrous metals and rubber 
are ‘‘ virtually prohibited.”’ Timber must 
be .used with the strictest economy, and 
substitutes are recommended wherever 
possible. 

Timitation of Operations.—The many 
items of building construction are 
grouped under seventeen trade headings, 
viz.::; Excavator, drainlayer, concretor, 
bricklayer, asphalter, mason, — pavior, 
slater (including tiler and roofer), car- 
penter, joiner, ironmongery, steel and iron 
worker, plasterer, plumber, electrical 
engineer, glazier, painter. Under each 
heading operations common to the respec- 
tive tradesmen are classified as (1) pro- 
hibited’ without reference, and (2) per- 
mitted. 

In- (1) the agreement of the Ministry of 
Works should be obtained for the use of 
materials or methods of construction de- 
scribed through the Regional Licensing 
Officer in the case of Civil Licence work, 
or, in other cases, through the Govern- 
ment Department authorising or sponsor- 
ing the construction. 

Materials and methods of construction 
described under (2) may be used on autho- 
rised or licensed schemes without further 
application. 

On the use of alternatives for controlled 
or virtually prohibited materials, ‘‘ The 
Standard of War-Time Building’’ em- 
bodies the main recommendations of the 
Committee on Building Materials. An 
appendix gives a full revised text of nine 
economy memoranda, issued by this Com- 
mittee, for the following :— 

Lead, Bitumen and Tar, Rubber, Cast 
Iron, Putty, Expansion Jointing, Mate- 
rials for Service Roads, Zinc in Roofing. 
Hessian for Pipe Insulation, Bitumen 
for Pipe Coating. 

Authoritative publications for further 
guidance, such as the relevant War Emer- 
gency British Standard Specifications, 
Timber Economy Bulletins, Paint Research 
Station Bulletins, etc., are listed under the 
appropriate trade headings.

Brick Appeals Tribunal. 

The Tribunal (Sir John Greenly. Chair- 
man) set up by the Minister of Works in 
January last to hear appeals by brick 
undertakings whose works had _ been 
scheduled for closure has dealt with nine 
cases. After considering the Tribunal’s 
recommendations, the Minister decided to 
confirm in six cases the decision to with- 
draw the licence to manufacture. In two 
cases the appeals were allowed, and the 
remaining case, subject to a restriction of 
output, was adjourned for rehearing in 
six months’ time. There are no further 
cases awaiting hearing.
